SUBURBAN FINEST UNDERPAID, 
MANY TAKE ON OUTSIDE JOBS; 
COMMISSIONERS IN QUANDARY 



Lower Merlon Township's police 
force, once rated the finest of any 
suburb in the country, is being- de- 
pleted because police salaries do 
not cover today's living costs. 

The force is not only underman- 
ned, but many of the men are In 
desperate financial straits. So 
much so that they are piling up 
personal debts and being forced 
into taking outside jobs in their 
off-duty hours. 

Their plight came to the fore last 
Wednesday night when a petition, 
signed by all but three members 
of the force, was presented to the 
Lower Merion commissioners, ask- 
ing for a flat $500-a-year raise for 
each man. The best that the com- 
missioners could promise them 
was that they would take it under 
advisement until they prepare next 
year's budget in January. 

To grant the raise would also 
place the Township's governing 
board in a financial predicament 

It Is unlikely that the commis- 
sioners would vote the police a 
raise without including the other 
township employes. 

Including three new patrolmen 
accepted last Wednesday night, the 
force of patrolmen, officers and 
detectives, numbers 109, while with 



the township employes, highway 
workers, clerks etc., it is more 
than 300. 

Because the Township's budget 
is delicately balanced it is unlike 
ly that the commissioners will be 
able to vote anyone an increase 
without boosting the taxes. This 
presents another obstacle because 
the commissioners already have 
reached their ten mills taxing 
limit under the State's Township 
Code. In order to impose a higjie 
tax and thus make general salary 
increases possible the Township 
would have to petition Montgom- 
ery County Court and hold pub- 
lic hearings. 

Spokesmen for the patrolmen 
point out that despite a below-liv- 
ing-cost pay they are being forced 
into overtime duty without any 
additional pay. Whereas the force 
now totals 109 men, five years ago 
there were 130. On the two night 
shifts the seven patrol cars, which 
used to be manned by two men 
each, are now operated with only 
one.

Following an order by the State 
Public Utility Commission which 
suspended the Philadelphia Elec 
trie Company's proposed increase 
of gas rates for suburban consum- 
ers, the electric company charged 
last week that the imposition of 
any temporary rates lower than 
those proposed would violate its 
rights under state and Federal 
constitutions. 

The commission handed down 
their order efter the electric com- 
pany applied for approval of the 
higher rates which would have be- 
come effective November 15. The 
commission suspended the new 
rate schedule for six months pend 
ing the outconfe of an investiga- 
tion into, "the fairness, justness, 
reasonableness and lawfulness/' of 
the higher rates. 

The Philadelphia Electric Com- 
pany's answer, signed by H. B. 
Bryans, president of the company, 
charged that the suspension order 
and the imposition of any tempor- 
ary rates lower than those pro- 
posed would ' be erroneous in law 
and lacking in evidence, and 
would violate its rights under the 
constitution. 

The State Commission recently 
disclosed the receipt of another 
formal complaint against the new 
rates from Upper Darjay Township. 

In its complaint, Upper Darby 
demanded that the company be 
made to justify its application for 
a rate increase. 

The proposed increase would add 
about $1,000,000 annually to ihe 
gas bills of consumers in Mont- 
Delaware, Bucks and

The number 13 jinx didn't catch 
up with Lower Merion High's atif 
conquering football team and the 
Ardmore Aces overwhelmed a 
scrappy but outmanned Radnor 
High eleven to score a 27-0^ tri- 
umph in their 51st annual game 
Saturday afternoon. 

More than 10,000 spectators 
ringed the vast Villanova College 
stadium as Lower Merion scored 
its 10th straight victory to com* 
plete its first unbeaten season since 
1943. The win enabled Coach Dick 
Mattis' machine to lengthen _ its 
two-year victory streak to 13. 

Radnor, hopelessly outclassed as 
Lower Merion clinched Suburban 
Big Six and mythical Suburban 
Conference crowns, has Won 20 
games in the series, one of the 
oldest unbroken schoolboy grid 
rivalries in the country. Lower 
Merion has won 22, with nine 
games ending in ties. 

With the win, Lower Merion 
tucked away the game trophy, a 
bronzed, mounted football donated 
by graduates of both schools. The 
ball was used in the 50th annual 
game, which Lower Merion won 
last year, 51-7. 

Leading the assault against Rad- 
nor were fleet Len Shephard, Low** 
er Merion captain and a senior, 
and Al Adams, fullback. Shephard. 
who earned All-Scholastio honors 
last year and appears to be In line 
for similar recognition this sea- 
son, scored two touchdowns and 
Adams racked up two more. 

Adams sent the Mattismen 
away to a flying start in the first 
period when he topped off a 60- 
yard sustained drive by smashing 
over from the Radnor five-yard 
line. Lending a hand in that adw 
vance were Tommy Davis, Harry 
Barton and Shephard. 
, Adams' .Jlrst score followed an, 
earlier thrust by Shephard, who 
ran 25 yards to the goal line, only 
to have the play nullified because 
of a back-in-motion penalty.

The Agnes Irwin Sch6ol, exclu- 
sive girls' finishing school, will add 
a new building, housing three 
school rooms, to its present group 
of buildings on Clothier Rd., 
Wynnewood. 

Permission to go ahead With 
plans for the new structure, which 
will be connected with one of the - 
present buildings by means of a 
covered corridor, was granted 
Thursday night at a meeting of 
the Township Zoning Board. 

In the meantime, complying with 
the State law governing tax ex- 
emption, Agnes Irwin has applied 
to the Board for Assessment and 
Revision of Taxes, at Norristown,
